His two Republican colleagues, 
Senator McLean of Connecticut and 
Senator Townsend of Michigan, are 
not classed as progressives. 
The two 
Democratic senators named by Mr. La 
Follette as members of the investigat­ 
ing committee are Kern of Indiana and 
Pomerene of Ohio, both of whom are 
c la s s e d as “ progressive Democrats,” 
by the Republican progressives. 
Senator La Follette asked that his 
resolution lie upon the table and it is 
understood that he will call it up Mon­ 
day, when the senate reconvenes, and 
make a speech. 
The fate of the reso­ 
lution, in the form In which it came 
into the si nate, is doubtful. 
There 
was a feeling quite generally among 
the senate leaders on both sides, out­ 
side of the twelve progressives, that 
the matter had been put into the sen­ 
ate prematurely. 
Senator La Follette said that he in­ 
tended to press the resolution vigor 
ously and

The plans of senators who are not in
